Recently I acquired a copy of 
CREEPY * 1 12- Its cover claims 
it is "The Most Shocking Issue 
Ever" but the only really shock- 
ing thing about it was the 
appearance of two of the worst 
artists in commercial comics 
today.

A 5 we Stand at the meta- 
/\phDrical front door of 
the l9S0s. I must admit 1 
have come to terms with 
some of the events which 
have transpired during the 
1970s. 

I mean. I accept (he fact 
that I'm 26 years old— even 
though I was only 17 as re- 
cently as last week. I can 
also accept that I have a 
rampaging bald spot — even 
though I had hair as dense 
as a forest just the other 
day. And I can even grudg- 
ingly deal with the fact that I 
am a card-carrying dues- 
paying member of "The Es- 
tablishment." I even think 1 
some of the fringe 
benefits membership offers. 

But I may never be at>ie to 
accept the fact that, at 26. 
I've been a member of "or- 
ganized" comic fandom for 
13 years. Thai's exactly half 
my lifetime, friends. And 
that, I must tell you. is 
damn spooky. 

Being around half a life- 
time in a fandom that is only 
1 8 years old itself has many 
more disadvantages than 
advantages. Better you 
shouldn't know the venality, 
the banality and ail the plain 
stupidity I've seen across 
these past 13 years. But be- 
ing around 13 years in a 
movement that's still in its 
own teens does have one 
tangible advantage. 

I got me some historical 
perspective. And in the fly- 
by-night world of the comic 
books, historical perspec- 
tive is worth more than any- 
thing I can think of. Allow 

; to share some of my 
hard-won insights with you. 

SPECUt-ATORS ARE 
STEALING OUR HERITAGE 

I understand and reluctant- 
ly accept comic-book col- 
lecting as a "business." This

)ok history. The 
history and culture of comic 
books lay with the original 
comics themselves. And as 
the speculators price even 
recent comic books out of 
the reach of the general pub- 
lic, they steal our history. 
Young fans can't see what 
has gone before. Journalists 
and historians are robbed of 
the grist for their analysis. 
And the history of comics, 
so rich and so reflective of 
America itself, gets locked 

REWRITING COMICS 
HISTORV 

Stan Lee has been pos!> 
tioning himself in the 
public consciousness as the 
living embodiment of the 
Marvel spirit for so long now 
he's actually managed to 
make people believe in his 
megalomaniacal view of 

The fact of the matter Is 
ihat Lee had a lot less to do 
with the vaunted "Marvel 
Philosophy" and the revolu- 
tionary Marvel approach to 
comic books than either 
Jack Kirby or Steve Ditko. It 
was Kirby who created un- 
worldly epics in Fantastic 
Four and it was Kirby who 



spun morality tales in Cap- 
tain America. It was Oitko 
who made Spider-Man the 

"everyman" comic book 
and It was Ditko who cre- 
ated the unmatched fantasy 
in Dr. Strange. 

But Lee has been claiming 
credit for everything for so 
long that he now gets all the 
glory and ail the historical 
recognition. Kirby and Ditko 
get none of that and thai, 
my friends, is a crime 
against creativity. 



Fandom has turned out 
dozens of professional 
comicbook artists and 
writers during the last two 
decades. Roy Thomas was 
the first and he's still the 
best fan-lurned-pro around. 
He knows how to write a 
comic-book story. None of 
the fans who have followed 
in his footsteps can really 
make the same claim. 



been dozens of unsuccessful 
attempts to create a na- 
tional society of comic-art 



fans and collectors. We need 
such an organization now 
more than ever. Fandom. 
lorn between the commer- 
cial instincts of the specula- 
tors and the artistic inter* 
ests of the long-time fans, is 
floundering badly. 11 needs 
leadership desperately. The 

fieople who have rushed to 
ill the gap themselves are 
all unacceptable, most of 
them having a vested inler- 

What fandom needs is a 
strong, viable organization 
devoted to furthering the 
collecting, cataloguing and 
analysis of the comic -art 
form. And we need the soci- 
ety now, while fans still in- 
terested in those goals can 
effectively combat the eco- 
nomic tomfoolery of the 
speculators. 

OOH CREATORS ARE DYING 

We lost SO many great 
comic minds in the 
1970s: Otto Binder. Basil 
Wolverton, Charles Biro and 
too many others. The Eight- 
ies, unfortunately, will be 
cruel, too. Many of the men 
who participated in the 
founding of the comic-book 
industry 45 years ago are 
well into their seventies and 
eighties. Many are desper- 
ately ill. 

Worse still, most of these 
creators have been ignored 
and cast aside by fans more 
interested in the umpteenth 
Paul Levitz interview than 
the lore and history of comic 
books' first days. Barring 
some massive redirection of 
fan effort, most of these 
worthy people will die un- 
heralded, unrecognized and 
unmourned.
